(iuodloe, of the Uiiit«Ml M.-.tesi iu;irine 
corps. Hei?otofiftlu ti;ii;i wit'i t!io iv^t of 
the passengers, walked with his daugh- 
ter the entire length of the platform 
iiml through the gate leadhig to the sta- 
tion ivii)i)er. 

Ue se^ed to walk with an effort and 
breathe with labor, bat theae Bjfmptonis 
were the osoal aooompanimentB of exer- 
tion with him for some months past. 
After pnmiue into the station the sena- 
tor and his danghter stopped and were 
j< lined by his pnTate secretary, who had 
l>iiiiij<ht a cirnage to take them home.

Hie dmightvr was natnniUy alarmed 
and screumed for help. Willing hands 
wvre niuntToaa, as the &>tation was 
( vv ltd at the rime, and the limp and 
hi ..lu hrdv vrm borne into the offlc« 
of the .station-master, e^yqax twenty feet 
awity. 

(.Ti-e-ut I'xcitcinent enxued, and al- 
though it wa.-s apparent that 1^ senator 
was dead, half u dozen mes.sengera were 
immediately dispatched for uhysicians, 
uud all the remediee at haua were ap- 
t lied, but to no effect. Dr. Chamber- 
lain was tbe first phytidan to arrive, 
and he was soon fouowed by Dr. Wells 
and others, bat there was nothing for 
them to do exc<,>pt to exoinine the ixxly 
to determine the cause "f di iith. A 
.sitiK-rflriol examination only wiis possi- 
ble at the tiKK'. Imt this was stifflcient to 
satisfy the plivtiic-ionsthat death resulted 
from paralyids of the heart. The news 
WU8 telegraphed to the capitol, and sub- 
sequently spread like wilahre to all sec- 
tions of the city. Representatives 
Breckinridge, Camth, Stone and others 
of thtt KentttcJcy congre.«ional delega- 
tion reiiaired to the station at once and 
uiTHu^i.'d for the removal of the remains 
to a more suitable place. 

Tlie Ixidy of Senator Beck was re- 
moved from the station to the house of 
Bepre^^entative Breckinridge of Ken- 
tucicy on Capitol Hill. The remains 
were taken in charge by Undertaker 
Barker aud later in the evening were 
embalmed. Maj. and Mrs. GKxMlloe. the 
son-iu-luw and datighter of Mr. Beck, 
have expressed a wimngness to leave all 
arrangements for the funerul in the 
hands of the Kentucky delegation in 
congreHs. The body will be removed to 
Lexiugtiin, Ky., Senator Beck's home, 
iind will be intened there where his 
wife and one daughter lie buried. Mr. 
Beck left a son named Ueorge. who at 
present is somewhere in Wyoming, but 
the telegraph has been pat to use and lie 
will be mformed of ma father's death. 
The oiily other child left hy Mr. Beok is 
bis daughttir, Mrs. Gkxidloe. 

Senator Beck was bom in Scotland, 
Feb. 13, 18:22, and coming to this coun- 
try as a youth, graduated in law at 
Transylvania univwgiiy, Lexington, Ky. , 
in lH4<i. He practiced law in Kentuc ky 
for many yoars and held no oflkie until 
he woH ek-cted to congress in 1808. He 
remaiueil a member of the hoose of rep- 
resentiitivee f9r ei|dit years when he was 
elected to the senate. Eb took his seat 
totbe•■M^Kar«h5. iBTT.aod hewai 
twioe^SSoteO. 

In the siiaw Mb. Beck was for many 
yeara a meoihar of the oonugaittee on ap- 
propriations and the committee on 
nuance and ha was admittedly the best 
infoniiwl Democrat in the senate on the 
taiiil question and always a leader in the 
dahates on ailvw. 

Benatcr Beck had not been regular in 
his attendance uimn the sesaious of the 
senate for two years, and waa in his seat 
but 11 fvw times this ooiiKie«*. The lost 
legi»*latiiin of general iiiii>«<rtanoe A^ith 
which lie woe connected wan fhe "un- 
dervaluation bill," whi<h iias.-irtl the 
senate in March, 1886. He \v< <rked un 
that measure with coni^taut devotion, 
says Senator Allison, \v'h'> w&s tuisociated 
mth him antU it was di.>i" e l of. One 
morning shorthr afterwards ho c<iTae 
into the room of the appiopnati'nis eum- 
njit;<-e fm>ing he bod lx;en si; k Um uight 
bell lie and was not then feeling well. 
That woe the Hi-ut time he hu<l been 
known to be sick, and fnim th(tt time 
forward ho was never a w -11 men a;,Min. 

During the debate that utt urred on 
the tariff bill that wat reiiorted to the 



senate as a aubetitute for 'the Millu bill 
he wa8 not able to take a part, and his 
absence was a great loss to the Demo- 
cratic ranks. He was not able to lie 
present at the opening of the six^ ial ses- 
sion of the Heniite in March, ISHK, and 
was swoni in by Preeideut pro tern. In- 
galls some days afterword. He \Tslted 
the capitol occoKionally since the ojien- 
Ing of tJie Fifty-first congreas, but took 
no part In the procee<ling8 exc^jit to vote. 
His lott appearance in tlie s^inato chaiii- 
ber wa« on the day the cjwe of the new 
Montan.T aenators, Saunders and Pow- 
ers. Wiis settled. 

At 4 :;{u Senator Harris sent to the desk 
of tlie preeiding officer of the senate and 
liad rea<l a bulletin reading: "Senator 
Bec'k dropiied dead in the Butimore and 
Potomac depot." The announcement 
caused a gr e at ghock in the chamber, 
and Senator Harris said: "Inriew of 
the aad news contained in that annonnoe- 
iiient, I move that the senate do now 
idionm." The motion was ajn«ed to, 
itnd the senators gathered in Knots to 
■lir cuss the startling event. 

^Ul about the capital were heard the 
most bincere and earnest expressions of 
regret. Mr. Beck was extremely popu- 
lar with the members of tlM^teuate and 
its employee and offlcexs alike. He had 
mauy warm friends on tbe Republican 
side of the chamber and no enemies. 

Arrangements for Senator Beck's 
funeral are nearly completed. The 
formal annooncement of his death will 
be made in the senate by Senator Black- 
btim to-day. and the senate will at once 
adjourn, and on Tuesday the funeral 
servicet^ will be held in the senate cham- 
lier. This being suspension day in the 
house, Mr. Carlule Wul not formally an- 
nounce the deaUi of Senator Beck until 
after consultation with .^i" aker Reed, 
and so it ia probable the house will not 
adjoitm tmtillate in the afternoon. 

After the ftmeral services on Tuesday 
the senator's remains will be taken over 
t .ie < he-iaiieake and Ohio road to Lex- 
ii.i- to 1.

Two Hnnclred Thouoand Men In Line— A 
Memorable Day to tbe Working Claaaes 
of England — Lahor Tronblea In tpaln 
and Klaew h ete Otheg Vorelaa Dis- 
patches. 

LoNixjN, May 5.— Yesterday should 1>e- 
come a memorable one in the history of 
demonstrations on the part of the labor- 
ing classes of England, for it has never 
been equaled since the days of mon.stoi 
outpourings of the people which cluirac- 
terized the reform movement of 1807. 
Tlie most ne xier.ite --limaUoif tlu' num- 
ber of i)eo])le taliijig part in tlie Hyil« 
park meeting ye-torday is !i,i!f a mil- 
liou. i,>f whiuh 300,000 came in the pro- 
ce.ssions and 800,000 gathered at will. 
This is a very conservative calculation, 
however, and some observers accu.s- 
tomed to gauge large crowds do not hes- 
itate to as.-ert tliat i" illy oiu- nnllion peo- 
pie jLtrticipau-d in tlie demonstration.

The speeches of the trade council 
lettdei"s were miHleni'.e intone. These 
orators cl.'iimed that the .Sociali.'ts initi- 
ated the eight-hour inovem 'iit. They 
urged tiieir hearers to consider that 
movement as only the Mrst step in the 
advancf towiu'd theconipleteenfraclii.se- 
meiit of workers. Mr. li>Tidman ajxilo- 
gize<l to tlieir brethem on the continent 
for the failure of British Socialists to 
gather ou the l.st of May. explained tlmt 
the fitilure was due to the dilt' i '^nt cir- 
cumstances existing in this country 
from those abroad. His remarks were 
L^eatly ai'iihinded. The Socialist sjK'ak- 
ers al>o "I'-n lunceil Mr. Bradlaugh and 
John M< i ley us men wlio ho<l jiroved 
false to the cau.se of industrial freedom 
which they had pnitetided to e.-ponse.

"Then," says the Inquirer, "no one 
man can arrogate to himself the power of 
voting all men laboring under him." 
That is precisely the reason Republican 
politicians oppose the Australian or any 
other plan to mnke the ballot strictly 
secret. They have a system of bulldoz- 
ing and terrorizing employes by which 
they compel the support of thousands of 
voters who would vote w ith the Demo- 
cratic party if they were not afraid of 
being thrown out of employment.
